It WM not until near 1 o'clock that the 


loud'bioker of drama and clashing of brass 
bands, mingled with the roar of cheering, 
told those iu the vicinity of the Branden- 
burg Qjte that the head of the procession 
must be in the Postdamer place. Tbe 
cheering comes nearer and nearer, and 
there are the white plumes and white coat 
of gallant old Wrangel, who having con- 
tributed to earlier triumphs ie now lead- 
ing one which only old age forbado him 
to help to earn. Alone the old man rides, 
and the people willingly give their lungs 
a breather in cheering him. He has his 
staff behind, in the thupe of generals like 
himself superannuated from active work, 
and tboee who from whatever cunaa were 
not in tbe war. Then follow 


THE FIOnTINO STAFFS, 


headed by Blumenthal and the rest, differ- 
ing from the preceding body iii^tbat they 
are in field dress instead of full parade 
uniform. Then come . tbe. leaders wbg_ 
hare served as civil governors during the' 
war—Bittenfeld, FaUcenetein, Bonin and 
Fabrioe. Behind these, again, ride the 
generals commanding the several army 
corps, succeeded by the men wbo com- 
manded 'whole armies in these days when 
Germany.hss so many armies—the Duke 
of Meohlenburg-Sohwerin, Crown Frmce 
of Saxony, Field Marnhal Steinmetz, and 
Mantenffel, Werder, Von der Turin, and. 
Qoben, who have also commanded armies, 
wer,e not in this, company, but among the 
corps of commanders preceding. There is

What a 
tempestuous gust of cheering greets those. 
It is no sudden equall to die away at once, 
for there behind them, tlie solitary centre 
of the splendid picture, ridea Keitor Wil 
helm himself, upright and martial seem- 
ing iu bis field uniform, and on his war 
home, a dark bay. Behind hime ride tho 
field marshals of the royal bouse, the 
Crown Pnnoe of Germany, looking every 
inch a prince and a soldier, on a chestnut 
horse; and Prince Frederick Charles, 
heavy browed, stalwart and square, with 
his firm, strong neat on the bright bay 
charger. 
Following these, tbe central 


figures of the pageant, oame a great bevy 
of princes, guests of the Emperor and per- 
sonal staff, glittering (in varied brilliant 
uniform*, 'and' making a> gallant show. 
Behind these came the under officers ol 
varifcd German netioaalties. bearing tbo 
spoils of war—the eaglet and the colors.

The circumstances of the ease are 
the«e: One day last week, Mr. McGregor, 
ths pension agent in this eity, received 
vouchers regularly executed and sworn tr, 
to drew some seven hundred dollar* pen- 
sion money dn« a widow lady residing in 
New York. The papers were forwarded 
to the pension agent by Turner.

papers, as w« have said, wcra properly 
executed, but the uniformity of the pen- 
manship in tht vouober struck Mr. McGre- 
gor as being singular; the signatures of 
the applicant and ths -witnesses eeeraed to 
be ail in the som» handwriting. 
Mr. Mc- 


Oregor, thinking ther» was something 
wrong, called upon Mr. Swopo to ascer- 
tain wh&t course to puisue. Mr. Swipe 
decided to telegraph to Postmaster Cogs- 
well, of Titmtille, and the latter eatne to 
the oity. After consideration it wai de- 
cided that Mr. McGregor should send the 
oheek for tha pension money in a letter to 
the address of the real applicant in Titun- 
rille, with « note on the back of the en- 
velope, slating that the party who called 
for the letter must be identified by some 
responsible person as being the person ad- 
dressed ; that Postmaster Cogswell should 
have an officer in readinew, and should 
the person calling for the letter prove not 
to be the one realty entitled to it, tbntsfce, 
as well as Mr. Turner, who forwarded tbe 
papers here, be arrested. The programme 
wan carried out to the letter. Tiie Post- 
master returned, the ohook waa ien>, and 
Saturday Mr. Swope received a telegram 
from Mr. Cogswell stating tbat a woman 
closely veiled had called at tho postofSce 
in the moruing-for the letter, and findiug 
tbat she was not the one legally entitled 
to it she was arrorted, as was also Turner, 
and both taken before United States Com- 
missioner Baely.

mitted in default of bail, and will arrive 
here thii morning in custody of Deputy 
United States M*r«hal Rouse. Tbe offanee 
under the law embraces three charges— 
that of perjury, forgery of vouchers and 
tnborn&tion of perjury. There is a war- 
rant now in thn hands of the maisbal for 
the arrest of Turner for failure to pay the 
special tax rtxuired by law for the prac- 
tice of his prosesnion. ,
